THE SWISS MILITARY SYSTEM 


By Victor L, Berger 

The big capitalists do not want the people armed. 
Why? The British would not allow the Hindoos to be 
armed. Nor can the czar of Russia afford to arm the 
great masses of his subjects. 

.And our plutocrats can least of all afford the arming 
of the people. The capitalist class might have to con¬ 
sider the people occasionally. And the capitalists do not 
want to do that. 

And that is right. We are a subjugated nation. We 
have been conquered by the capitalist class. And coir 
qufttd tuitions are o/truyj disarmed. And they deserve 
no consideration. 


a riot—and the most peaceful strikers are turned into 
rioters—the moment the militia a|)|x'ars in the field. 

The agents and spic-s of the manufacturers, the temper 
of the workingmen on strike—and the behaviour of the 
militia—will always bring about that result. 


AT THE 1 !I 0 T convention of the A. F. of L. in 
Norfolk, V'a., I introduced a resolution asking for the 
abolition of the present militia s^.stem in the Uniteii 
States and for the introduction of the Swiss military 
system, or for some other m.tbod of arming in a well 
organized and orderly fashion every solier and reputable 
citizen of the United States. 

I asked the A. F. of L. to advise union men to stay 
away from the militia as it i.s now constituted. 


We know how the railroad strike was broken in 1894. 
We know of the "heroic" deeds of ('•encral Sherman 
Bell in Colorado. We know of the great maxim of the 
militia; "To hell with tile Constitution." .And how 
Bulkley Wells regards judicial decree,; "Habeas corpu.s? 
We will give them "post morlcms” instead 
There is not a country in the world where the capi¬ 
talist class is as ready and as willing to shoot down 
workingmen as in this country, excepting Ru.ssia. 

In Germany, Billy the Kaiser would think twice be¬ 
fore he would give an order to shoot down'workitijjmen. 
He told the Westphalian mannfacturers and mine owners 
so, when titey asked bim for <tel|>-in a roa) -strike.- - 
In France such an occurrence is very /are. We seldom 
hear of it in England. 

Bat in this country not tnly the militia shoots at 
worknicn on the slightest pre''ocation, but the deputy 
sheriffs and even the policemen do likewise. 


Now the purpose of this measure was very much mis¬ 
represented. 

On one hand it was claimed that I would leave tliis 
country defenseless—that I was not, a patriot—because 
I would boycott the militia. 

But, in the first place, why are we against the militia? 

Simply because the militia is uofR national guard as 
it was originally^itltcnded to ,be— but has simply become 
guard oi -the eapitaiist cb«q «s 4 ; their property. 

The miHtia Ls not now intended for the defense of 
this country agaiqst the foreign enemy. 

The spokesmen of the militia say plainly that they are 
licre for the "internal war"—that is, for the purpose of 
holding down the ma.sses. 

They are here to shoot down union men when upon 
strike and when the employers are afraid of losing the 
strike—when they import strike-breakers. 

The militia is the power behind “Boss” Farley, the 
king of strike-breakers. 

The militia is aimed for that purpose. It is armed 
with sn-called riot rifles and with Gatling guns. 

Our militia has never done any work against a for¬ 
eign enemy since the Revolutionary War, when it was 
rebel militia-,-excepr once in 1814. And then it ran away 
in the most shameful or shameless manner before the 
English troops, and Lord Ross sacked Washington and 
burned the Gipitol.' 

On the other hand, the militia has always shown a 
tremendous amount of heroism whenever arrayed against 
unarmed workmen. 

Now why are they such great heroes? Because the 
workmen can’t shoot back. It is easy to shoot at a 
crowd which at the worst has only brick-bats or clubs. 

Every time the militia meets a mob of workmen the 
Battle on the Boyne is fought over again—and in many 
ca.ses the battle is even fought against the Irish. 

Now I say that shooting down union men is not union 
work-and ought not to be done by union men. Union 
men in the militia have sworn to obey orders. And when 
they are ordered to shoot they must shoot. Therefore 
onion men ought to stay away from the militia.

On the other hand, only an aimed nation is always a 
free nation. Ever since the times of the Romans and 
the Greeks a nation ih arms could never be held in sub¬ 
jugation. 

The American colonists of 1776 were probably Ae 
best armed people qf the Mgvld in tbeia-day.- ■R-waa*a' 
population of hunters, armed farmers and armed traders. 
Tiwy were always ready, and knew how to use their 
guns, because of danger at all times from Indian attacks. 

A simitar example in history we witnessed a few years 
ago in the case of Ae Boers. The Boers weitr only a 
handful of armed fanners, but it took ten trained Eng- 
licb soldiers to every one of Aose farmers to subjugate 
them and disarm them. 


In Switzerland there was also a very big railroad 
strike in 1897. Every railroad in the country was tied up. 

Did the government use Uie militia and the regular 
troops as they did in this coimtry? 

Oh. no. 

In Switzerland every citizen is a soldier from ins 
twentieth year until he get.s to be forty-eight years of 
age. .And he keeps his government rifle at home. 

This fact makes it imjKissibie for the employing class 
to use the militia against the workingmen on strike, un¬ 
less there is an oversvhelming sentiment among the 
other workinjfmen to do so. The employers cannot do it. 

The militia of Switzerland is in reality the Swiss peo¬ 
ple in arms. It can only be used where public opinion 
is entirely in favor of its being used. 

So when Ae railroad strike of 1897 occurred in 
Switzerland, all Ae government could do to settle the 
strike was to buy the railroads and operate them. And 
the government has been successfully operating them 
ever since. , 

In connection with Ae arming of Ihc people it might 
also interest our readers to learn that Aere are nxnre 
murders committed in Chicago .or in ifew York i»- a 
week than in all Switzerland in a whole year. 

.And, bear in mind, the Swiss are the i>est armed peo¬ 
ple, in the world, and the Americans are the most dis¬ 
armed, Ae Hindoos, Chinese and Russians excepted. 


But I will say this: 

If the American people would accept the Swiss miH- 
tary system or some similar mcAod of arming, in an 
organized and orderly fashion, every sober and reputable 
citizen, then this country at once,would become the 
greatest and strongest democracy this world has ever 
.seen. < 

As it is now, we only have Ae bigge^'z piirtocracy and 
may soon have a monarchy, based upon some "big stick," 
and the necessity of keeping the great “unwashM" m 
his place.

High Wages and Low Prloea. 

It must be kept tn mind that the 
various preliminar)’ reforms 1 have al> 
Ittded to as certain to precede the ee- 
tahlistiment pf a ftonallst governmeni 
would already have greatly raised the 
the rate of wages of all kinds of labor 
through thift acquUitlon of land by 
local authorities and the absorption 
of all the unemployed in self-support^ 
'ing oolonlet. The n*»ult would be that 
' when so much additional labor was 
absorbed by the«r various public under- 
ftakiogs^ she supply ef labor for private 
I capttaUsts ^wuutd he so much reduced 
I ibaL wages^ would rise still further, a 
'ise which would. <>f course, regulate 
«hst of fdf who'WTf-e rroplosred in the 
puhllr'aervire. while the tattor would 
ienjoy the adrantsK** of greatly reduced 
prices, which would grsduUly be ex¬ 
tended to almost every article of gen¬ 
eral consumption.

.Another Important result of this non¬ 
competitive supply of goods to all 
puldlc employes would be the gradual 
displacement of metatllc currency, and 
the proof It would afford that sny such' 
currenry w»s wholly unne-esssry. .K% 
the government and municipal stores 
would be strictly limited to public 
«*r%'ants and to the amount of their 
w&ges and salaries, the ordlnsry cur¬ 
rency would not be received In payment, 
although wages would for some time 
continue to be paid in money; hut every 
public aervant could obtain, in exchange 
for tho whole or any part of hU wagos. 
government coupons to tbc same nom¬ 
inal amount, which would be received 
In payment for all their purchases at 
the stores. By this simple arrangement 
it would )>c Impoisihle tn obtain the 
advauiages of the stores without enter¬ 
ing the government service. The result 
would lie that gold would riopreciate 
in value as compared with the^ cou¬ 
pons. and for the first time In the hU- 
lory of rivUIxatlon. it would be seen 
that paper money representing product¬ 
ive work U the only iruo standard of 
value and the best iostruroent for ex¬ 
change. 

Would Prefer State Work. 

When non-competitirr suppl.v of 
goods to state and municipal employes 
had reachrd this stage its advantagcii 
would be so obvious that great numbers 
of those still working fur private cap¬ 
italists would aliHi lirpiaud staU* cni- 
ploymcni. and this would lead to the^ 
continuous extension of public facf.ories! 
and workshops. A* llila went on the 
capitalist manufacturers would hud it 
imiwisslbk* to obtain workmen, and 
would be obliged to close their factories 
or hand them over to the goveniir.rnl.

If 
this oottblDatloo arises of itself, if 
the liberal parties through the capitalist < 
tn^rests drift Into the reactionary 
camp, such an event produces enlight¬ 
enment and brings u. se*' adherents. 
But If the liberals were able to say *hat 
they who were ready to fight against 
reason were deserted by the Bociai- 
Bemocrats and thus driven by neces¬ 
sity to order to obtain representation 
into a second ballot alliance with the 
loneerrMIrns then we Social-Demo¬ 
crats would be responsible In the eyes 
of the indifferent masses, and of those 
proletarians who are not yet won. 


No Compulsion Would Bs Used. 

Ko single step in tbc measures of 
the government rrmld be objected to 
by the sntl-Bociallst capitalists and 
workers, since it would be saactly 
the same kind of compStition 
which thoy hove always carried on 
with each other, by which th# big 
capitalist had driven out the smafi 
one. and the trust or syndicate had 
swallowed up the individual manu¬ 
facturer. The great difference would 
hr (hat while the result of the competi¬ 
tive <ystcm had been to rreate a regi¬ 
ment of milUonalros at the lop and an 
a.'ray of unemployed at the bottom^ 
maminn^ and palaces on the one hand, 
and the slums and cellars of a thousand 
dites on the other—the adoption of 
the SrvSailstic method of ro-operatlon 
hid abolished all these iniquities and 
horrors, had rendered It ImpoMible 
for *Ntiy human bring tc suffer want 
in ihr midst of wealth or to be driven 
to siiirlde after a hopeless struggle 
for work. 


j*uch direct heirs, a« years pa^-s, 
away more and more such pernonA 
will die, and there will pour into 
the puhlir treat^ury an ever-in- 
ereaainR stream of wealth, iurlud- 
inR land, houses, manufai’loru*H.

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Capitalism Indicted 

Capitalism allows a handful ef man to own 
the land and all the means of Ufa, so that t h oa a 
without land and capital are obllfed to work 
for the owners of ths machinery cl production 
on their own terms or starve. 

Capitalism keeps a reserve army of about 10.- 
000,000 people who are always on tho vert* ^ 
starvation. This army fives to capitalism the 
power to dictate its own terms to the workers 
and to the out-of-works as to wafes, hours, aon- 
ditions of employment, ate. 

Under capitalism they receive about ona- 
fifth of what they produce. They work ten hours, 
produce 010 worth of something, and reoaiva 12 
tor their labor. Covemmant reports tail them 
this, but most of them can aoa it in the v*ry fac¬ 
tory where they work. 

Under capitalism the means of eihploymsnt 
are privately owned. The worker’s iob is owned 
by the capitalist class. “Tho man who owns your 
job owns you,” said Horace Graalay. Thera was 
a time when the workere did no^ bMievo the wis¬ 
dom of this statement, but it is no longer so. Too 
many have been fired, and they know batter now. 
The capitalist not only owns ths man ha hires, 
but he can give him away and not ioaa a penny. 
However, he never worries about giving Uza worker 
away. Instead he gives him a swift Uck and the 
worker is gone. 

Capitalfinn allows ths privileged few to own 
all the means of life, yet it does not compel tho 
owners to employ thooe seeking emplojrment. 
For that reason unemployment must always 
exist. The system of profit could not exist with¬ 
out a reserve army of unemployed. 

Under capitaliam the part the worker earns 
snd does not receive passes into ‘the hands of the 
capitalist class. That class demands interest, 
dividends, and profit on their investment of 
wealth, which the woikers created. The worker 
is not only exploited, but he is fotoed to pay a 
premium on the wealth of vdUch ha has bMn 
robbed. , 

Capitalism systematically manufactures pros¬ 
titutes. Hundreds of girls and woman must 
starve or sell their bodiea for bread. 

Capitaliam forces its workers to slave t welve 
hours a day—ai»d sometimes sixteen hours a 
day—often seven days a weA. It denies leisur* 
, and pleasure to all but tba chosen few. It has 
ordained that the working man and worki ng 
woman shall never travel far from thair home, 
and than it destroys the beauty of home Ufa by 
huddling an entire family in one or two rooma. 
it saparatas chUdren and parents. Thousands of 
mothers have to part with thair babiaa daUy 
while they themsaives go into the mUls. 

Under capitaliam KD persona out of 1,000 die 
leaving behind them no property worth men¬ 
tioning. Fifty-five per cant of the chUdren of the 
workers never reach the age of fivo years, as against 
18 Mr cant of the childr^ of the capitalist class. 

These are but a few of tha workare* grievancaa, 
but they are enough to forever damn capitalism 
in the ayes of all civilised men. Gordon Nye. 
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'L'he state would simply take over 
their management in the interest 
of the public, paying to the owners 
or tho shareholders the same divi¬ 
dends or profits as they had re- 
eeived on an average of the last

Milwauke* is soon to hav« another city elec* 
tion, and. naturally, the politicians of the two 
old parties have crossed the imaginary tine and 
formed a combination against the Socialists. 
Mayor Seidel has given his city the best admisla* 
tration in its history, but this doesn't fill the 
primary want of the old-line politicains. With 
them the paramount issue is the control of 
patronage. Therefore they fight bitterly against 
the continuance of an administration which 
considers merit the only satisfactory recom¬ 
mendation for a municipal appointmant. ft 
is these politicians who have engineered the 
fusion movement egeinst Mayor Seidel. Having 
learned cunning, if not wi^om, by their ex¬ 
perience of two years ego, they do not denounce 
Seidel because he is e Socialist. Instead, they 
base their opposition on an increase of municipal 
expenditures, and accuse him of extravegence. 
This old familiar kind of campaign cry has an 
almost irresistible appeal to taxpayers, end as 
e result the combine inspired by discredited 
bosses has a strong following of well-meaning 
citisens. 

The Seidel administration has not been extrav¬ 


agant. It has given the city of Milwaukee real 
value for every dollar expended, which is some¬ 
thing no Democratic or Republican administra¬ 
tion ever did. Public improvements were made 
and maintained in the beet manner possible. 
The eld haphaxard methods of transacting 
municipal business were discarded and a com¬ 
mon-sense method of keeping accounts adopted. 
Some money, not a great deal, was spent topro- 
vide free recreation for the masses. These 
changes increased the tax rate, but they were 
worth all they coat, and more. A few years of 
experience would doubtless enable Mayor Seidel 
and his assistants to give Milwaukee an even 
better government ■ for less money, but the 
average taxpayer is Impatient, and the politician 
is not slow to take advantage of hie weakness. 
Hence the danger of the movement to rid Mil¬ 
waukee of its progressive and capabla adminis¬ 
tration. Possibly Mayor Seidel will be beaten, 
but there is one thing that the politiciana can¬ 
not accomplish. They can nevar again make 
Milwaukee satisfied with the kind of govern¬ 
ment that was common before the “^ciEiist 
experiment."
